made by its founder, JRobert Welsh, have been attributed to the society and are 
actually Welsh's, own personal views. Rousselot does not agree with Welsh on many 
of the statements such as the impeachment controversy of Chief Justice Earl Warren; 
however, his disagreement with. Welsh on this point is that the high school students who 
will be writing the essays are not qualified for this sort of endeavor and the essay contest 
should bedirected toward members of a group with a.legal background such as the 
American Bar Association. He also pointed out that the essay contest, is a product of 
Welsh and not'the JBS. With respect to the statement alleging communist affiliation 
by former President -Eisenhower with.the Communist Party, Rousselot sfcited this is 
another misunderstanding and this/was a conclusion of Welsh based on a jong statement 
on why Welsh feels Eisenhower is a communist. This is. Welsh' s personal statement 
and not the JBS, and, although Rousselot agrees with some of the minor premises of 
Welsh, he does not agree with his conclusion that Eisenhower is a communist. The JBS 
doesn't favor segregation nor is it anti-Semitic, in fact some members Jn.NeTv York 
and Chicago were .expelled for this sort of activity. 

Statements by Ryan: 

Congressman Ryan admitted he had not read any of the JBS material and 
his main source of information was from newspaper accounts attributed to the society. 
He felt that the society was doing an injustice by being associated with the essay contest ' 
on Warren and feels this is an insult to the Supreme Court, In his statement why 'the 
JBS was. doing a disservice,, he. chose to group it with the HCUA and saidthat both were 
causing hysteria in the country. The reason he has voted against the HCUA is he feels 
it has been overstepping its legal authority whereby it is a legislative' agency and was 
not designed for the purpose of exposing peoples' ideas and beliefs; Like the JBS, it 
stifles freedoms by discouraging people from voicing their dissent on controversial issues. 

iMention of .the. FBI : 

In attacking the HCUA, JRyah stated he felt it impedes the investigative work 
of .the FBLand the. Attorney General, and, "thinks J. Edgar Hoover would, agree- with me 
that the HCUA has gone beyond its jurisdiction.'" However, he felt that the. Director would 
disagree, with him regarding the desirability of exposing communists. Rousselot, in 
answering a . question as to whether a person should have the right to confront his .accuser, 
stated he agreed that this should be so but pointed out that the FBI has also the right to. 
protect its informants, in this regard.

1* MIGRATORY WORKERS 

WHEREAS: Migratory workers are the most disadvantaged group in our popu- 
lation with below-minimum wages, sub-standard health and housing, and restricted 
opportunities for their .children; and ^ 

* WHEREAS: Protections of social legislation established for the benefit 
of industrial workers are non-existent for migratory workers, and such non- 
existence constitutes special discrimination against the agricultural worker 
and his family j 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That the Unitarian Universalist Association 
send letters to- the Secretary of Labor and to the Presidents Committee on 
Migratory Labor, urging tKem to recommend to Congress passage and vigorous 
enforcement of legislation which will < accomplish the following: 

(a) Extend to all migrants the same protection and .standards 
currently recognized as necessary in Puerto Rican and 
Mexican National contracts^ 

(b) Restrict the facilities of the Federal-State Employment 
System to growers whose wages, housing and working con- 
ditions meet minimum standards* 

(c) Provide for federal registration of crew leaders and 
loans to growers for approved housing for migrants. 

(d) Extend provisions of- the Fair Labor Standards Act to 
include farm workers, and revise child labor laws to 
include protection outside as well as during school 
hours. 

(e) Revise the Labor Management Relations Act to include the 
right of farm workers to organize and bargain collectively, 

(f) Develop state programs to provide adequate education and 
child care for migrant children. 



(g) Extend the Unemployment Compensation Act to cover farm 
workers, 

(h) Tighten Interstate Commerce Commission regulations 
affecting the transportation of migrants'to prevent 
the use of defective and unsafe vehicles*

2. MENTAL HEALTH 

WHEREAS: Every second hospital bed in the United States is occupied 
by u mentally ill person with most public mental hospitals caring for 
1,000 to 14,000 patients; and 

WHEREAS: Less than $4.50 per day is spent for each mentally ill 
person compared with the average of $28.00 per day per patient in general 
hospitals; and 

WHEREAS: Medical' knowledge has developed to the degree that most of 
the mentally ill could, with proper individual care, be returned to live 
useful lives in society; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED: That the churches and fellowships of the 
Unitarian Universalist Association study their own communities to determine 
whether facilities and 'budgets are adequate for the care of mental patients 
within their own communities, such facilities to include psychiatric units 
in general hospitals, "half way houses" for discharged mental patients, 
vocational and counseling services, and special classes in the public school 
system for emotionally disturbed and mentally retarded children. 

BE IT ALSO RESOLVED: That member churches and fellowships strive to 
inform themselves in this field in- order "to- give compassionate understanding 
towards the mentally ill as family, friends, or employers and to assist 
through direct volunteer service in appropriate places; and
